guard American interests. 

With Reservations. 

Those reservations, he said, should 
be these: 

1, That America shall make no com- 
mitments binding us in any way to 
provisions of the league of nations 
covenant. It is a settled Amefican 
policy that no commitments to the 
league covenant shall be made and we 
shall not mix in the league’s affairs. 

2. That the world court treaty shall 
be so amended to give the United 
States a hand in the selection of the 
judges, now named and paid by the 
league. 

3. That there shall be no advisory 
opinions by the court in cases where

| BERLIN, Oct. 23.—(4)—Germany 
and the coun¢il of ambassadors are 
expected here to reach an early agreée- 
ment regarding allied claims that she 
has not complied with all their de- 
mands for disarmament. This, it is 
held in official circles, would pave the 
way for formal evacuation of the Co- 


logne zone well in advance of the date 
set for signing the Locarno treaties in 
London, Dec. 1. 

Ambassador Von Hoesch, who re- 
turned to Paris yesterday after con- 
sultations with the foreign office here 
is expected to apprise Foreign Minister 
Briand shortly ef Germany’s readiness 
to comply with some of the funda- 
mental demands put forward by the 
allies in their last note on disarma- 
ment. 

These primarily concern the reduc- 
tion of the national police to 100, 000 
men, to which Germany is ready to 
agree, although she will ask that she 
be permitted to demobilize the present 
excess of 30,000 men by easy stages 
to allow. those discharged to find em- 
| ployment. Germany will request that 
‘a third of her police forces be per- 
mitted to live in barracks in metropoll- 
tan areas where there is considerable 
danger of political rioting. 

Factories Scrap Machinery. 

German industrial plants which the 
allies suspected of harboring equip- 
ment which might be diverted to the 
manufacture of arms and munitions 
are reported to have scrapped their 
objectionable machinery and otherwise 
met the conditions prescribed by the 
interallied control commission. 

One. of the thorny points awaiting 
a solution is the status of Gen. Von 
Seeckt, who, in his present capacity 
of chief of staff, has complete juris- 
‘diction over seven army precincts. It 
|appears that no accord was. reached 
|during the oral parleys at Locarno 
on a proposition to have Gen. Von 
Seeckt’s authority decentralized.

SUBSTITUTES FOR COAL. 

Since Sept. 1 the anthracite miners of Penney!- 
vania have been on strike. Opersters and miners 
are making little effort to come to teyms. The 
President has refused to intervere, saying that 
the situation eo far is not serjous. 

The consumer, as usual, is being counted en to 
lose courage in the face of the oncoming winter. 
Operators and miners are waiting for him to holler 
“‘nuff,” whereupon they will commence negotia- 
tions in earnest. 

Instead of crying for mercy, it is the consumer's 
chance to establish his independence. The occa- 
sien is favorable because the situation is not 
serious. One method of attack has been explained 
by Marshall EB. Keig, vice president of the Con- 
sumers company, who advocates the use of coke. 
With a few minor adjustments in the furnace, he 
says, coke will give results comparable to those 
obtained with hard coal. Coke ts $12.50 a ton; 
anthracite is $18.26 and going higher. In addition 
to coke. as a substitute, there are gas and oil. 

During no previous coal strike has the consumer 
been so well provided against the neceagity of 
knuckling under. If the public's refusal to get 
excited about the strike denotes determination 
rather than lack of interest, and we are inclined 
to believe it does, then the occasion ts ripe in- 
deed. 

It is the strategic moment for a counter attack 
which shall emancipate the consumer from the 
role of chronic victim. .
